Cmc\r,o, July 'JS.— Tho St. Louis 
"Cilobo DoitiDcrat" li:is ii special from 
Loaveuwoi-Lli which gives what aoems 
ail exaggerated account of Crook's 
battle -with the Sioux on Goose Creek. 
The account states that Crook lost 
nearly liUO soldiers and was driven 
acruss the crock luulor a terrible lire 
ff6m the Indiiius, and tliat the fight 
WiiH more tif a slaughter than a battle. 
It is further stated that the Indians 
are greatly elated over the victory and 
intend after driving the miners from 
the Black Hills, to clean out all the 
agencies iu the northern courtyy, and 
all stations fdong the I'acilic railroad. 
The .dispatch is so worded that it can- 
not be stated whether this is an ac- 
count of the old battle or one recent- 
ly. This is therefore given for what 
it is worth. 

The 'Worlds' Toronto special says: 
Dispatches have been received by the 
Dominion authorities at Ottawa to the 
elVect that the Sioux Indians in the 
United States recently made overtures 
to the Sioux the Rlackfoet tribes in 
the Canadian northwest territories for 
an olYousivo and dufensivo alliance 
against the white race generally. These 
overtures were rejected without par- 
ley by the Canadian tribes, whereup- 
on the messengers from the American 
Sioux announced they were iiistruct- 
etl by their council to ask the Indians 
of British IS orth America to join their 
tribe against the United States. It is 
belie^dj however, the Oapadian In- 
dians will remain neutral, although 
many of them are of the Sioux who 
perpetrated the jMinnessota massacre 
iu 1852. The Creeks, Sioux and 
Dlackfeot in the Canadian northwest 
number 12,4U0, are well armed and 
supplied, if they were to join the 
tribes now fighting in the United 
States nothing on this side of the line 
could prevent them. The Canadian 
force in the northwest consists of 250 
mounted police at Ftjrt I'elly, 
and less than I'JO imlitia at Winipeg^ 

The "Herald" has a special to the 
effect of a terrible slaughter to Crook's 
command by the Sioux. liOO killed. 
The "Herald's" editorial says: AVo 
think wo may well dt)ulit the story of 
the disaster to C'r(jok'.s command 
which comes to us this morning by a 
r mndabout way and from an uucei- 
tain source. Lame Deer, who reports 
the story, may bo strong in his belief 
but it IS too circumstantial to the 
trustworthy, when it is considered 
liow slujit was the time after the bat- 
tle which ho allowed himself to got to 
the point whence it was brought to 
Sycney. We are told so much about 
the disaster and its consequences that 
it is not easy to believe there was any 
di.Haalor at all.

Largely increaset\ 
orders for vaccine matter are being 
sent East and just at present the sup- 
ply is scarcely eipial to tho demand, 
owing to orders lorwardod from tho 
interior of tho State.

I'lour is dull ami unchanged. Corn 
is iu good demand at an advance of 
six pence per quarter.

Thomas Basil Humphroye, that your po- 
litical somersault burjirisod mo. [ tlid 
not expect it from you. It was too baro- 
fttOiad and unblushing a negation, and ig- 
noring of, what, provided the "BROWNS" 
had boon forthcoming, you would have 
undortiikon, for tho many in Victoria, who 
then thought Walkoni's miHsion a Had 
jpaistake. 

To toll the truth and "shame tho doil ," 
my honorable colleague— your conduct on 
this occasion lowered youj much in my 
oetimation. 

Of your Hubsequenl mission to tho 
Mainland with funds obtained from Mr. 
"Walkem's i)olitical Rujiporters in Vietoria, 
and its droll, though to you, not vi-ry 
oreditoble, finale, let others write.

The Harbor and the Steam- 
ship Petition- 

Our contemporary yesterday aeenaes 
us unjustly of iitteniptiug to "libel tlui 
harbor," but a careful perusal of anything 
we have said iu eouuoction with tho pro- 
posed petition to the Postmaster-General 
of tho Dominion jiraying that the -mail 
steamers plying between here and San 
Francisco may be cau^eil to arrive in and 
ildpart from the city harbor, will at onco 
Bhow liow absurd sueli an accusntion is. 
Wo have already stated and wo now reiter- 
ate that o«iug to the uon-eoutiniiunco of 
harbor improvements it is impossible for 
steamboats of the dimensions of the Da- 
kota or City of Panosna, laden with four 
or five hundred tons of freight, to make 
facile entry to ond egress from this 
hurlior. If this assertion can bo succe.ss- 
fully contradieted we shall bo glad to bear 
the eontriulictioii, ami there will be no 
need of njiplying for a renewal of tho ser 
vices of the dredger. IJiit we have the 
statements of men whose business it is to 
know, that the harbor has of late been 
tilling up and that the operations of the 
dredger ure required now more tlisn over 
before. These may liti disagroeubh.' facts 
bnt it is n.selesa to atti'mjit to burke tho 
(juestion by ignoring tliem. Petition for 
tho renewal of an iuiiirovemeiit which 
ought not to have been diseonliuuod, aud 
if the prayer be succeesfnl and the exipt 
iug harbor obstructions removed, it will 
proljably lie found that tlii! owners of tlie 
mail boats will .ihvays iitili/.'i this har- 
bor in piffeienco to that of Esiiuimalt as 
ligliterapje would then be unucoessary, 
and in niiiny other ways tho contractors 
could reduce their running espeusoa.

On Tuesday Mr. Humphroys, in acoor- 

daiioo with bis jiromiso, appeared at Mr, 
H. Wain's, North Siumich. in ord«r to 
give his consfitueutH in that neighbor- 
hood his views on tlio events which led to 
his dismissal from the present Ministry.

Mr. Iluini ihveys, after a few iirelimin- 
ary remarks, in which he declared ho was 
sworn to seeresy ami could not therefore 
divulge all he knew, but hoped to do bo 
in his ]ilaco in tho House, said that 
some three weeks ago he had asked for a 
return of expenditure and found the 
amount to 1 le .>tS;i,0ltO.

Ho (Humphreys) wanted an assur- 
ance that tho agent would not bolt and 
did not send the .■?!;!, 000 to Yalo, Sent 
only SiiOUO on aecouiit and proposed to 
lake a year's liack voueher.i and go him- 
self or send ."Mr. I'xirkeley nj) to Yalo and 
e.xamino into the reports that false vonch- 
ei n had been made out by Qovernment 
\geiil-.. Mr. Berkeley was sent and ho 
iliscoverod that tho j)ublic money had 
been eiiihez/led . Enibe/./.led was the only 
term he couhl use. This utato of alfairs 
was ilisagrerable. Again, on the subject 
of the Debentures ho was satisQod that 
he coultl ilis[itiso of them at par within tho 
Provinci!, and if this was not done was 
sure the sale ttould have been clTocted in 
Scotland or England. Atl<unpts had 
been made to di^procate tluivalno of those 
Provincial Keeiirilies in the papers and 
imjiropor advances had been made to tho 
Hjieakor (Humphroys) with the view of 
obtaining them for loss tlinn par value, 
but he had sl(>;\dily i-efused to dispose of 
them for le.'^M. He had told tho party 
who it|ipr(iaeht'il him for this piirpuijc. 
that he (Humphreys) hati iieulo arrange- 
ninnts to sell them at par. Ever siiu'e 
then the party hud pursuotl him with tho 
most bitter spite. This "part^," he as- 
serted, exorcised a inort iiornicious influ- 
ence over tho present ^Ministry. The no.ict 
]ioint allmled to by tho H])eaker was a 
claim niiiile by ,^Ir. lirowu of New West- 
minster for piiy as Presiileiit of the Coun- 
cil. He (Mr. Humphreys) e.xplaineil thai 
Mr. Brown could uot draw pay without 
going to bis constitaents for re-election, 
or forfeiting his seat and incurring a lino 
of .'=;500.Mr.i!rown naid that thoother Min- 
isters had made arrangements aud agreed 
to pay him and he could not loso money 
by neglecting his business. Fo(Mr. II ) 
Biiid this was no concern of his; it would 
bo an ugly business if brought up iu tin 
House, and ho declined to pay tho monoV 
or have anything to do with the matter, 
but recommended Mr. Brown to go to 
tlioso \rho hftd mado tUo ftforoRaid prO' 



miso to him. Mr. Brown became excited 
land told Mr. Humphreys ho was only 
'there to keep the oHico lor another .per- 
son. Mr. Humphreys said Mr. Elliott 
brought down-wnat was biallisd an order 
in council. Mr. Humphreys still de- 
clined to pay unless the order wa.s sign- 
ed by tho Governor, and Mr. Elliott at 
last iilled up a voucher and Jlr. Brown 
got the money and receipted for it. The 
voucher was sent up to tho (iovernor aud 
came back without a signature. _ This 
transaction was disagreeable to_ bis col- 
leagues who, bo beliefcd, got rid of him 
because they cjuld not u.H" him for their 
own eoiiven'ieuce. Mr. Humphieys tl:eii 
aeeused his fellow representative. Dr. 
Tolmie, with having traduced hiiu and 
done his utmost to have Mr. Smithe of 
Cowiehiin jiut in his (Mr. Humphrey's) 
place as Piimnce Minister. Mr, Humph- 
reys argued that every district derived 
some benefit from liaving one of its mem- 
bor.sin the Cabinet aud the' l)nct(H'. iu the 
opinion of the speaker, had sinneii griev- 
ously not only against him hue also 
against tho district which they both re- 
presented, by tho ollbrts ho hatl mado to 
]jreveut his appointment and also to cause 
his removal, which latter it soomed were 
successful. Mr. Humphreys spoke of the 
proposal which liis colleagues hud matlo 
that ho shonltl accept tho ludiau Com- 
missionorshii). Ho did not uuspeet 
that this was a scheme to get 
rid of him. Ho declined to accept 
as ho had other duties to fill for the 
country. Ho then received a letter from 
the Preinier asking him what decision 
ho would come to res]H!etiiig the Com- 
mi8sionerahi[) as the iqipointnient muat 
be made next day. He went to Mr. El- 
liott and told him he could not take it 
for many reasons. Other letters ijus.seil 
on the subject, but he (Mr. H.) declined 
the appointment because, as ho told Mr. 
Elliott, liothought there ought to be f^onie 
one in the Ministry when Lord Uuft'eriii 
arrived who thoroughly understood the 
Itailway question. He had had nine years 
experience as a politician and huil o]jpor- 
tunities of studying this great question 
in all its ]>haseB, and could either of his 
colleagues say a.s much? He considered 
there was only ouo man iu tlio Province 
who understood the (^uestiou as well as 
himself und that was Governor Truteh. 
Mr. Elliott did not aiqireciute this as lie 
(Mr. H.) thought he would. All went on 
as usual after this until 4 o'clock in the 
day whou all left as usaal. Subsequent- 
ly tlie Government messenger asked him 
(Mr. H.) if he had received a letter left 
for him at the Metropolitan. He was 
rather indignant at the idea of a letter be- 
ing left for him at a bar-room, a proceeil- 
ing ho believed to be contrary to olHcial 
ciquetto. Tho letter was a request f jr 
his resignation. He denied that the split 
occurred through tho refusal of the Gov- 
ernment to ajipoint ]Mr. Bunster to the 
Indian Comnii.ssione-ship. After this he 
had tried to speak to Mr. Elliott, but tho 
door was locked upon him. Ho was sorry 
he could not toll them more, but ho woukl 
expose all in bis place in tho House. 

Mr. Bead, Seconded b^ Mr. McDonald, 
then proposed a resolution extending a 
hoarty renewal of conluhuiee to Mr. 
Humphreys, .senior memlnu' for the dis- 
trict, and deprtjcatiug his removal from 
tho Ministry, which wa.s carried, 

.\t 7:;iO in tho evening of the same day 
another meeliog was held at tho Praiiii; 
Tavern, at which 30 or 40 persons woro 
j)r0B0Bt, incluiling His Worship tho 
Mayor, Councillors Gosiiell, Smith Ai- 
latt and E. H. Mllr^•ill, ami Messrs. Jack- 
son, BuuHtor and half a dozen others 
from Victoria. Mr. Cbas. Reay was elect- 
ed Chairman and Mr. Chas. Horth Secre- 
tary. 

Mr. Humphreys then proceeded almost 
to reiterate bis North Saivnich speech. Ho 
spoke of a dead sot which he hclievutl nas 
made by a few large capitalists to get the 
debentures for less than par value. This 
ho scarcely thought wrong; they had a 
right to get them as cheap as they could; 
but ho did consiilor it wrong of them, 
when they found they could not get thorn, 
to ijursue him so vindictivtdy as they had 
done. His colleagues had not assistetl 
him as they might have done iu his ef- 
forts to dii?lioso of the ibdieiiturtM at jiar; 
but he had siiceeeded nevertheless. Sixty 
or seveiily thousand iluUars might have 
been mado by tho speculation if they 
could have bought them at their own 
price. Ho told them that it would not be 
fair to tho people or to the men who hud 
)OUght at par to s dl tn them (the .specu- 
lators) at thidr own ligure. The "Brown 
traiiHiction" w.ts next described. Mr. 
Brown was represented as saying be ilid 
uot caro a d — n for any GoVeriiment.and 
speaking of Messrs. Elliott and Vernon as 
•'those fellows." The sum received by 
Mr. lirown was stated by ?ilr. H. to bi- 
,-f llH) who said he told Sir. Idliett that 
this was as bad as the etdel u-.ited SOOO. 
The money was paid, however, to Mr. 
Brown on a warrant unsigneil by the Gov- 
ernor, w hich warrant could be seen at the 
Treaaury now, and Mr. Jb-owii iircnuiseil 
to "lift" him (Mr. H.) at the, first oppor- 
tunity. Mr. Huniphniys here said he 
might bo anked why lie had imt left "those 
lellows" at once on these events taking 
]daco, and his reply was that he was tho 
only man who understood the railway 
tpiestion and ho considoriHl it his duty to 
remaiu and watch over the country during 
tho terrible crisis which was apiiroacliing 
His cidleagues ho considercil unfit to 
meet Iiord DulTerin on the r.iilway (lues- 
tion. The accusatjom again.st Dr. 'Tolmio 
woro hero ro-itorated, and in answer to a 
tiuostion he also assiu-led that the Dr. had 
by some "sheniinegiu" spoilt somo ar- 
rangeinents which ho (Humphroys) hud 
entered into with ^Messrs. Brown of Lil- 
looet and W. l\Iorrisou and by whiidi 
Cowichali and Saauiidi w ere to have an 
appropriation of ©."n)(IO. He had had an 
offer for the whole of the Debentures at 
80 or 82VJ, but all ho had .sold were 
btjuglit at p,ar, 

I u iLiHWiU' to .M r. GiiSiudl, who asked 
why till! mmiey was paid to Mr. liriiwii in 
the manner de'-cribe,l. he suiil because 
tho autluirity 111' M r. lllliott as J'remier 
ovorrodo that of tho Eiuauco Minister, and 
the only row he could have with Mr. El- 
liott about anything would consist iu ink- 
ing him bv the ear and ihrnwiiig i;iin out 
of tho ■(viliibiw. He adileil that some 
.■JlUlO.dOO of the (Udjcntures ruiiiailied un- 
sold. 

Mr. Bunster thaiike,] the meeting for 
the manner in which Mr.Uiiuiphroys had 
beon received aad spoke enthusiastically 
in his praise.
